Said Crook this week: “I 
knew South Melbourne had in- 
quired about me-but I’m happy 
with what West have offered 
and there are caly a few relat- 
ively minor details to iron out. 


“I'll be with West in 1983; 
there's no reason for me to 
leave Adelaide.”’ 


Crook, 25, revealed he was 
on the verge of quitting the 
club last year. 


However he changed his 
mind when Alan Vest was ap- 
pointed coach. 


“Two bad years (relegation 
hed really depressed me,’’ he 
said. 


“If Vesty had not taken over 
I would have left.” 


Crook played in each of 
Australia's four games in the 
Merlion Tournament and the 
only goals he conceded were 
the two that South Korea 
scored in the Final. 


“We were very happy to 
have this Tournament partic- 
ularly after we were the favor- 
ites. 

“It is a real confidence

Lewis, a 27-year-old Scot, 
won the 1982 Bill Fleming 
Medal and from this moment 
on every soccer writer should 
forget about the tough guy 
image which Lewis irrevo- 
cably has shattered over the 
past two years. 

Let’s talk about the tre- 
mendous qualities of this 
player — not just his tackling 
but his off the ball runs, his 
disposal and vision, and not the 
least, his attitude. 

Some people say that Peter 
Lewis is the best right back in 
Australia. We at ‘‘Soccer Ac- 
tion’ are among them. 

Lewis came to Australia in 
October. 1975. He just had 
been offered a full-time con- 
tract by Scottish club Partick 
Thistle but his wife Cathy had 
her heart set on coming to 
start a new life in Australia. 

There probably are times 
when big Lewis thinks back to 
those days and reminisces 
over what might have been 
had he stayed and embarked 
on a professional soccer ca- 


reer. 
But there also is every 
reason for Lewis to look to the 
future with optimism, 
He probably never again 
will be better placed to make a 
name for himself in the PSL.

The versatile Dowie, a 
strong and skilful performer, 
is experienced in defence, 
midfield and the forward line.

Bobby McLachlan last. week 
was named Victorian Coach of 
the Year. He doesn't have 
many peers in Australia. 


He joined Victorian State League club 
Green Gully Ajax in 1980 and that year 
took the club to third place behind Pre- 
ston Makedonia and Croatia 


The following year Ajax won State League, 
the Ampol Cup and the Dockerty Cup. The Mal- 
tese-sponsored club repeated its league success 
this year and added the State League Cup to its 
haul of trophies. At the time of writing 
McLachlan's Ajax still defending its Dockerty 
Cup. 

During McLachlan’s reign at Ajax he has signed 14 
new players: Gerry Bennett (now with South Mel- 
bourne Hellas), Bill Morrey, peter Lewis, Kevin Wall 
(now with Frankston City), Gus Macleod, Stuart Ca- 
nnell, Alan Bennett, Paul Lewis, Gordon Wallace, Kit 
Greechan, John Gardiner, Jim Williams, Jimmy 
Dunne (now with Brisbane City), and David Small- 


man. 

He didn't pay transfer fees for Gerry and Alan Ben- 
nett, Paul Lewis, Morrey, Wall, Wallace, Dunne and 
Smallman. Peter Lewis cost $1,000 from Altona City, 
Macleod $400 from Pollok, Cannell $2,000 from Altona 
City, Greechan $1,500 from Western Suburbs, Gar- 
diner $5,000 from Melbourne Croatia and Williams $4,- 
000 from Heidelberg Alexander. 

So McLachlan's ability to sign wisely cannot be 
doubted. 

In this interview with Craig McKenzie, McLachlan 
talks about his future, about players, coaches and ad- 
ministrators. 

MACKENZIE: Will you be coaching Green 
Gully Ajax next year? 

MCLACHLAN: I don't think that I can coach Green 
Gully anymore. I don't think there’s any reason for 
me to stay. Everything we set out to achieve has been 
achieved.

How Bobby Mel saved

MCLACHLAN: I've been-approached by a number 
of-clubs and the two you mentioned are among them. 
Not all the appyoaches have been firm offers. Often 
clubs were just enquiring about what I was going to do 
next year. Falcons are a go-ahead club and that’s 
what I look for but the travelling could pose a big 
problem. THere’s no use going into a job if you can’t 
give 100 percent. J.U.S.T. struggles to avoid relega- 
tion year after year and it would be a challenge to try 
to lift the club up the ladder. Really, when you think of 
the time when J.U.S.T. was one of the greatest clubs 
in Victoria it’s ridiculous to think that it always has 
struggled in the PSL. The administration at J.U.S,T. 
would have to become more stable though. 

You. know, I’ve got this feeling that someone will 
approach me and I'll just know that that’s the club for 
me to join. That’s how it happened with Gully. When I 
drove up there from my home in Blackburn, I never 
intended joining them. But that’s how things happen 
for me. Something just clicks and I decide to join. I 
might join a club other than Morwell or J.U.S.T. I 
don’t know yet. 

Just the other week my young son, Cameron, came 
up to me and said: ‘‘Dad, don’t leave Green Gully.”’ 
Cameren loves it at Gully. It really got to me, him 
coming up to me, sitting on my knee and saying that. 
But I just can’t get my teeth into the job there any- 
more. 

After you win week after week you walk into the 
clubrooms and you're wondering what part you played 
in the wins. You've got better players than any other 
State League club and they're the ones who are get- 
ting results for you. 


MACKENZIE: You feel very close to your 
players, don’t you? 

MCLACHLAN: Yes, and I always have done. It’s 
due to them that I’ve been able to make a name for 
myself in the coaching scene. 

Green Gully’s motto should be; MUTUAL TRUST 
AND RESPECT. I've been able to operate under that 
motto since the day I arrived at the club. Take Gus 
Macleod for example. One of my big problems is who 
to leave on the bench, especially for Cup finals. Gus 
wasn’t able to train on the Monday before we played 
Juventus on Wednesday in the State League Cup a few 


‘® weeks ago. I put Gus on the bench for that match and 


he took it all in his stride. He was kicking and heading 
every ball throughout the first half. I put him on six 
minutes into the second half and his presence lifted 
the side. He was directly involved in our first goal. 

Some players brighten up a dressing room when 
they leave. Not Gus. What a tremendous character. 
He's one of the best signings I’ve ever made. 


MACKENZIE: You've often told me that 
you'd give coaching away at the drop of a hat if 
you could play again. Why? You're one of the 
most successful modern-day coaches in 
Australia, let alone Victoria.

Before you start picking good players and good 
coaches you need to pick a good administration to 
have any chance of being successful. 

That’s been the real success of Green Gully — the 
administration. Guy Spiteri is a doer, not a talker. 
He’s not a collar and tie man. Honesty is his greatest 
virtue. 

Arnold Langer is so good at his job that he also is 
the VSF treasurer. Take it from me, you think twice 
about going up to Arnold and asking him for money. 
And that’s the way it should be. The money is hard 
come by and it’s important that he spends it wisely. 

You know, you might be owed money by Arnold and 
you wonder whether or not you should go up to him 
and ask for it. You i.nally drum up enough courage so 
you go up to Arnold and ask, very politely mind you, 
for the money, Arnold gives you one of these stares 
that he’s renowned for. He puts his hands on his hips. 
He doesn’t say anything, just looks to one side then the 
other. Then he says okay. You walk away thinking 
you've scored some sort of victory when all that 
you've won is what you deserved. I'm sure I’ve seen 
Arnold in one of these World War Two movies. 1 think 
he was wearing a wee black moustache at the time. 
It’s treasurers who buy players drinks all the time and 
walk about with big grins on their faces who court 
disaster. 

MACKENZIE: Okay, you've been fortunate 
to work under guys like Spiteri and Langer but 
who are the administrators you've got no time 


MCLACHLAN: I'm not about to get into the busi- 
ness of naming names. Let’s say that what troubles 
most clubs is the fact that they’ve got three com- 
mittees. 

First, there’s the previous year’s committee who 


. have just been kicked out and are jealous of the 


second group, the present committee, The third com- 
mittee is next year’s committee who are waiting in 
the wings and stabbing the present committee in the 
back every chance they get. That's the big downfall of 
the administration of the game here at club level. 


MACKENZIE: Let's talk about the Press. | 
often sit back and think about that phrase, 
“the power of the press*’. 1 wonder If some 
people might give the Press some sort of God- 
like respect that, in my opinion, it certainly 
doesn't deserve. Do we elevate the Press to an 
unrealistic, exalted position? 

MCLACHLAN: The Press is very important. In 
fact, contrary to what you think I think that there are 
a lot of people who don’t realise the importance of the 
press. That's not the case with Green Gully, As a club 
it always will be indebted for the publicity it received 
which gave it a national identity. 

When something appears in the Press, whether 
right or wrong, it’s there in black and white. You can 
read things that come across in such a way that you 
know that the guy who is writing it got paid by a club 
to say that. I think you know who I'm referring to. 

Other times you read something and you just know 
that the writer, whether you think he’s right or wrong, 
is sincere. 

What the Press says about someone gives others a 
chance to form an opinion. Take yourself for instance. 
You gave Doveton’s John Dowie and Ian Stirton very 
good publicity. Whether it’s justified or not PSL ad-

ministrators and coaches will read it and become 
interested in at least finding out whether what you 
Said was accurate and whether they should seriously 
consider signing one or both of them. The converse is 
true too. Often newcomers come here with a big repu- 
tation only to get slammed by the Press. Obviously 
that influences clubs who may have been interested in 
signing them. 

You see, so many people only can go.on what they 
read. A lot of PSL people can watch only their own 
team, They haven't got much time to go and watch 
State League games. Look at the good publicity 
Charlie Egan got with Frankston last year. That was 
what started South Melbourne’s interest in him and 
look at him now. Hellas didn’t know this time last 
year that Charlie could score 20 goals in the PSL. Now 
people talk about spending $20,000 on him. 

It’s laughable to think that Hellas and Sydney City 
saw fit to be suitably impressed by Peter Lewis after 
his game for Victoria against New York Cosmos. 
People in Sydney wouldn't know that he’s the best 
right back in Australia. These so-called experts think 
that Rob Wheatley is the best right back. 

When people from Sydney talk to me they often say: 
“That guy who plays for you, Bobby, the one who 
scores all the goals. Yes, Paul Lewis. Is he as good as 
they say he is in the papers?”’ 

That's the power of the Press. 

MACKENZIE: If you realise how important 
the Press is, do you deliberately set out to ma- 
nipulate journalists for your own ends? 

MCLACHLAN: Look Craig, if you and me get on 
well together, it's because we get onas people not as a 
journalist interviewing a coach. I'm just being my- 
self. I'm not going out of my way to be anything differ- 
ent. 

People often talk about image when they talk about 
a coach, As far as I'm concerned a coach can dress 
like a hobo and get no publicity all as long as he gets 
results. That's the first consideration, What’s the 
good of looking the part if you coach a losing team? 

Don't get me wrong. I don’t dress, shall we say, like 
a hobo. In fact, my peculiar dress sense seems to bea 
constant source of amusement to my players. You 
see, I've got these different jackets that I like to wear. 
My newest one is in stripes. The players are having a 
whip around to buy me one of those funny hats to go 
with the jacket when I go boating down the Yarra ona 
pleasant Sunday morning. 


MACKENZIE: With Guy and Amold, dis- 


cussing whether you'll stay with Green Gully 
for the 1990 season? 















MCLACHLAN: No, with John Gardiner, wondering 
where we'll both go next year. 


MACKENZIE: Were you disappointed at not 


being offered the South Meibourne Hellas job? 
MCLACHLAN: I don't honestly know whether or 
not I would have taken the job if it had been offered to 


me. 

I read in a paper last week that I had been one of the 
losing applicants for the job. That annoyed me. Let’s 
set the facts straight. 

Hellas approached me. Before Sam Papasavas 
went overseas on holiday he said that he’d get in touch 
with me when he returned. I ended up having an inter- 
view with the committee on a Thursday morning a 
few weeks ago. In many was the Hellas committee is 
no different to Green ne le committee. The same 
sort of questions were bandied about. Anyway, one of 
the committeemen rang me to-tell me that Rale Rasic 
had been appointed. I said fine. Hellas had made an 
excellent choice. I'm sure that Rasic can pick the club 
up and that it can have a successful season. 

MACKENZIE: Had you beon offered the 
Hellas job and accepted, what would have 
been the biggest problem you would have 
faced? 

MCLACHLAN: Perhaps the administration at the 
club. Maybe that's been a big of the downfall of Hellas 
in recent times, In some ways maybe the club is too 
generous to the players. Don’t get me wrong. I’m not 
blaming the players but I've got the feeling that some 
players there didn't give value for money. But if 
that’s the case then you look at the coach first, for not 
getting the best out of the players. Next you look at 
the administration for letting it happen. 

MACKENZIE: Let’s move on to the coach- 
ing area-*You gained your senior coaching 
badge this year. What do you see as the value 
of the coaching course scheme? 

MCLACHLAN: Yes, that’s right, I got my senior 
badge only this year. I don't know what I was doing 
when I was with Gully last year and we won the lea- 
gue, the Ampol Cup and the Dockerty Cup, Maybe you 
couldn’t call me a coach then because | didn't know 
the handbook back to front and upside down. 

Seriously though, the coaching scheme is very good. 
There's possibly a lot to be learnt but it’s not neces- 
sary to have a badge to be a coach. I know plenty of 
people who have been through the courses and know 
the handbook from cover to cover but they can’t stand 
up in front of 11 adults and get their points across. 

I picked up a lot by doing the courses but I’m still

my Own man. | don't say just because it's written on 
page 49 that player ‘‘A'’ must make a 30 degree dia- 
gonal run that's the way it must be done. 

Manipulation of your squad — that's the most im- 
portant thing. Being able to get the best out of every 
individual. 

I teach graphic communications at Caulfield Tech- 
nical School and I see many teachers who are great in 
exams and have degrees as long as your arm. But put 
them in front of a class and they're hopeless. The con- 
verse is true too, Plenty of teachers aren’t great at 
paper work but they’re great teachers. They can get 
their points across. 

Being able to command respect is very important 
to coaching, 

You see, the coaching book doesn't tell you what to 
do whenever a player doesn’t like you. A coach has to 
be a peacemaker, resident psychologist, diplomat, 
trainer, manager and publicity officer among many 
other roles. 

I remember an incident that took place in Dis- 
neyland when I was in charge of the Australian under- 
18 side touring America In 1978. We were due to leave 
for Australia in a few hours’ time when this player 
comes up to me and says, all agitated: “Bobby, can 
you come here for a minute?’’ You oblige, only to find 
two policemen ready to throw the lad into jail because 
he’s been caught stealing. The lad is all upset, ready 
to burst into tears. What do you do? You can't say 
hang on a minute while you go and consult the hand- 
book. So you put your arm around one of the police- 
ment and you start to talk to him. You spend about 45 
minutes reasoning with him and he finally says okay, 
forzet about it. You feel by this time that it's you 
who's being the thief and the policeman is letting you 
off lightly. You breathe a sigh of relief but at the same 
time you could grab the lad and give him a real hiding 
but you don’t do that. You see, it’s things like that that 
you can't learn on coaching courses. 

I also had to face the case of a player's wife leaving 
him on the morning of a match. What do you say to the 
player before Ire goes onto the field? And when you 
see him running around in a trance how do you cope 
with the situation and motivate him? He Knows that at 
the end of the afternoon he’s going to go home and 
there’s not going to be a wife there to greet him. 

MACKENZIE: You really take things to 
heart, don’t you? 

MCLACHLAN: Of course I do but that’s what kind 
of person 1 am. I can't be one of these cold, calcu- 
lating types who treat players like lumps of meat to 
be bought and sold when the time is right, Sure, I've 
orought a lot of players to Gully and I've let a lot of 
players go but never without a lot of feeling for the 
players involved. 

MACKENZIE: Alright, let’s got back to your 
future. Now come on Bobby, where are you 
going to go next year? 

MCLACHLAN: Look, I honestly don't know. And 
how could | name a club even if there was one to 
name, when I've still got the Dockerty Cup to look 
forward to with Gully? If I said this club or that to you 
now my heart wouldn't be in the Gully job, 

1 want to be able to leave Gully and have people 
talking about what we did in the few years I’ve been 
there. 1 don’t want things to turn sour. 

I want to be able to go back to the club as an opposi- 
tion coach and meet all my friends on the same terms 
we enjoy now. That's how | always want it to be.

Its magnificent edifice at 
Bossley Park stands in a rural 
setting as a memorial to those 
magnificent days of being 
equal first in the inaugural 
PSL championships in 1977, 
then fourth, only three points 
behind the winner in 1978, 
before scooping all the awards 
in 1979. 

The 1980 season, despite its 
Philips Cup win, Marconi will 
remember as the first yer of 
its decline as the team slipped 
to fourth place on the Legue 
table all of six points behind 
the eventual winner, West Ad- 
elaide. - 

The following year was the 
worst in the club’s history in 
the National League. Not only 
did the side finish third from 
the bottom but it had the unen- 
viable record of carrying nega- 
tive goal difference not only 
away from home but also af 
Marconi Stadium. 


And all of that with stars . 


like Krncevic, Sharne, Hen- 
derson, Jankovics, Maher, 
Prskalo, Byrne, Degney . . . It 
was difficult to believe that a 
talented coach like Blanco and 
almost the full Australian 
national side could not master 
more than a miserable 13th 
place in the league. 

Then came 1982 and with its 
wholesale changes at the club. 

Not only did Marconi lose a 
number of stars, including 
Krncevic (to Dinamo Zagreb) 
and Peter Sharne (Hong 
Kong), but the changes hit the 
boardroom as well as coaching 
staff. 

Tony Labbozzetta stepped 
down, certainly not of his own 
will, as did last year’s coach 
Raul Blanco. Club’s secretary- 
manager, Michael Urukalo 
also was given the “‘red card” 
and the backbone of the club’s 
socer activities suffered in the 


ess. 

While one can hardly sug- 
gest that the purchase of 
Domagoj Kapetanovic was a 
mistake it was difficult to ex- 
plain the wholesale changes at 
the top of Marconi’s adminis- 
tration — particularly the re- 
moval of Tony Labbozzetta, 
without doubt one of the most 
capable administrators in the 
game. 

As one looks through the his- 
tory of Marconi’s success the 
name of Labbozzetta appears 
closely linked. 

Born in Sinpoli, Calabria, 
some 40 years ago, Tony ar- 
rived in Australia at the age of 
14 and like most Italian child- 
ren took tremendous interest 
in soccer. 

His association with Mar- 
coni is linked with the very 
first real sucess at the club. 
With Les Scheinflug as coach 
in 1969 and Labbozzetta after a 
fairly successful six years in 
the State League, the team 
was included in the PSL, with 
Labbozzetta becoming Marco- 
ni's president. 

It was also the year (1977) 
when the soccer club become 
part of the social club, a move 
engineered by Tony and 
certainly the one which con- 
tributed largely to the success 
story of the soccer club. 

“We had a good team,” said 
Tony recently, “there was 
always some disharmony and 
small pits of disappointment 
along the way, but the team at 
the top — and I mean adminis- 
trators and directors — were 
willing workers and in due 
course I was given a lot of 
room in which to move. That 
was only part of the overall 
picture — to have a happy 
family, with soccer success as 
the ultimate aim.” 

Years of success were fol- 
lowed by some bumpy times in 
the last few years. It appears 
that a number of people at

Marconi had short memories 
since Labbozetta was dis- 
missed for backing up an un- 
successful coach. 

“*How often do you back a 
loser?’’ said Tony to my 
remark , about hiring Raul 
Blanco. ‘‘He was a gentleman 
with great knowledge of the 
game and also some fine 
success as a soccer coach with 
Melita Eagles. I felt that a 
number of our star players let 
him down, which of course 
greatly contributed to our poor 
record and subsequent 13th 
place in the league. I was ob- 
liged to support the coach and 
help him, since that is the 
motto of a successful club — 
not as a number of our people 
suggested, kick him out and 
replace him with someone 
more competent. 

“It is difficult to explain to 
some people that in each per- 
son's life there is and there 
always will be a low ebb. Suc- 
cess, therefore, is followed by 
some disappointment and vice 
versa, I am sure Marconi will 
be back on the rails of success, 
but only if the present hier- 
archy adopts the attitude of 
creating success through a 
slow but sure process of eli- 
mination of faulty cogs, repl- 
acing them with skilful and 
competent administrators." 

It is difficult to assess who 
is competent and who is not, I 
tried to oe Tony. 

“‘Why?"’ Tony sounded sur- 


. prised. ‘‘If you want to have a 


lawyer, you ask for one, and if 
you want a tennis player, don't 
go to a poolroom,”’ he snapped. 
“It is imperative to learn the 
basics of successful control of 
a soccer club. To be able.to go 
forward, not just at Marconi, 
but overall in this great game, 
we must ask ourselves — do 
we have qualified leadership 
and competent staff to work 
with the players at our dis- 

sal?"’ 

But do we have standards by 
which we can gauge and ascer- 


. tain the grade of skill of quali- 


fied people and could we retain 


a system of grading? Who ~ 


should be the one, using his ex- 
perience, to advise and also 
execute control over the club’s 
operation? — 

Tony was firing on all 
cylinders. 

“Instead of all this, what 
does happen in reality? You 
lose, you are no good mister, 
you get skittled and what hurts 
is the fact those who are in 
leadership following this type 
of execution, believe that the 
bug has been eliminated." 

It was at this point that I 
wanted to know if Tony had an 
idea on how to form an admin- 
istrative and technical body 
which could cope with the 
demands of modern soccer. 
After all, as Tony suggested, 
heaps of money have been paid 
by the club on getting the 
points to get to the top. 


“Sadly, almost. no money 
has been used to achieve long- 
term success. It is imperative 
to form a framework for the 
establishment of skilled ad- 
ministration through system- 
atic planning, and then in the 
case of Marconi, eliminate the 
differences in basis operations 
between the social and soccer 
clubs.

Pirie pipped Caimey 
for top scorer honor 


Joo Cairney's indifferent carly season form must have 
caused Brisbane City fans a great deal of consternation, 
as the striker came to Queensiand with considerable 
prestige gained during five seasons of Scottish League 
soccer. 

Cairney joined Airdrieonians from Wishaw Juniors of the Cen- 
tral Regional League in March 1976, too late for the ‘“Diamonds”’ 
Scottish League programme, but in sufficient time to particpate 
in the Spring Cup. 

The Spring Cup had been devised by Scotland’s football author- 
ities to be contested by league teams outside of the premier Divi- 
sion. It was doomed to failure. 

Without the country’s top clubs participating, the cup gener- 
ated little but apathy, attracted meagre crowds and was dropped 
after just a single year. However it gave Caitney some of his 
finest moments in the game, as he scored five goals for a team 
which carried off the trophy in great style. 

Four months later Cairney commemorated his first Scottish 
league game by scoring twice at Queen of the South, but unfor- 
tunately his work rate failed to satisfy manager Jack Stewart and 
during the season he made 24 appearances, but only remained on 
the pitch for the full 90 minutes on 10 occasions. 

When finally given a prolonged run, the tall striker responded 
in magnificent style and finished the 1977-78 season as the First 
Division's second highest scorer with 22, being pipped by Dun- 
dee's Bill Pirie, later of APIA Leichhardt, for the title of top 
goalscorer. 

Airdrie finished an umimpressive 10th in the table, despite 
Cairney’s goalscoring feats. Not unnaturally he was eager to join 
a club which offered better prospects of gaining honors. 

Kilmarnock was in the process of building an exciting young 
combination and saw the Airdrie stiker as an ideal spearhead. He 
was duly signed. : 

The newcomer scored three goals in his first five games, but 
from then on failed to recatpure the previous year’s proficiency. 

“Killie’’ looked to be no more than a middle of the ladder team 
until’ Ian Gibson, now with Canberra City, joined in November 
1978 and immediately revitalised the Ayrshire club, 

Winning 17 of the final 22 games, it swept into second place and 
claimed a place in Premier Division. 

Life in the highest sphere of Scottish domestic soccer wasn’t as 
fruitful for Cairney, but still he picked up vital goals. Two were 
scored during a prolonged League Cup run, while another gained 
a rare victory over Glasgow Rangers. 

Unfortunately Kilmarnock was experiencing internal problems. 

The part time players gained scant reward for their efforts ona 
Saturday afternoon. This led to a players’ revolt and, although a 
strike was averted, resentment smouldered throughout the 1980- 
8I season. 

Amid. this atmosphere it was little wonder that results were 
abysmal and Kilmarnock was doomed to relegation from the out- 


set. 
Cairney, who made just five lethargic appearances, was relea- 


sed in May last year. this signalled the end of a Scottish League 
career that boasted 108 games and 41 goals.

Holland did not enter the 
competition in 1950 or 1954, 
and from the ‘58 finals in

Yet in 1974 the Dutch put on 
one of the most outstanding 
displays of attacking soccer 
yet seen in the history of the 
World Cup. 

Today all is different. Hol- 
land has somewhat pre- 
maturely fallen into the same 
rut which Hungary has long 
been trying to climb out of . .

In a friendly during this 
campaign the Dutch lost 1-2 to 
Switzerland. Providing com- 
petition for England and Scot- 
land in these countries’ pre- 
World Cup matches, the Dutch 
lost 0-2 and 1-2 respectively. 

The problem is, of course, 
the standard of the new 
players being introduced into 
the side. 

The Brazilians have suc- 
ceeded in the re-construction 
of their national side, Pele, 
Rivelino, Gerson and Alberto 
have been replaced with 
Players like Zico, Socrates, 
Eder and Falcao. 

West Germany has likewise 
replaced such stars as Becken- 
bauer, Vogts and Gerd Mueller 
with new ones like Rummenig- 
ge, Kaltz and Foerster, 

The quality of the new Dutch 
players has dropped drama- 
tically. 

Though some like Tahama- 
ta, Metgod, Valke and van der 
Korput show promise, too 
many others failed to live up to 
the reputation of Dutch soccer 
players. 

Kist is an inconsistent for- 
ward, and a mid-field which 
once boasted such stars as 
Neeskens, Rep and Haan now 
looks very sad indeed, 

The qualifying rounds for 
the 1984 European 
Championships will give an in- 
dication of how the once great 
Holland is progressing with 
the reconstruction of its 
national side.

that has rocked Brazil's 
national sport. 

The police in Sao Paulo, 
Brazil's biggest city, said it 
was checking reports by the 
nation’s leading sports 
magazine that a so-called 
“sports lottery mafia’’ fixes 
the results of soccer games 
and makes millions betting 
on the outcomes. 

The scandal broke with 
the publication of the latest 
edition of ‘‘Placar.”’ 

With a dramatic black 
cover, the magazine an- 
nounced an exclusive expose 
of “corruption in Brazilian 
soccer’. The 12-page lead 
article listed the names of 
125 players, coaches, refer- 
ees, club owners and even 
betting parlor operators sup- 
posedly involved in the 

scheme, which the magazine 
said had international con- 
nections. 

According to “‘Placar’’, 
the ‘insiders’? included such 
well-known names as goalie 
Mazaropi or Rio’s Vasco de 
Gama, defender Marco An- 
tonio of Bangu and a 
member of Brazil’s 1970 
World Cup championship 
team in Mexico, and Amari- 
loo, a former all-star who 
played for many years in 
Italy. 

The magazine charged the 
‘‘mafia’’ routinely fixed 
games with virtually all the 
top Brazilian clubs, among 
them Corinthians, Botafogo, 


Fluminense, Santos and Gre- 
mio. 

None of the accused has 
admitted to the existence of 
such a game-fixing ring. And 
some of those named — in- 
cluding prominent figures: in 
Brazilian high society — said 
they planned to sue the 
magazine for defamation. 

Vasco de Gama told the 
Associated Press it stood 
behind Mazaropi, but had not 
decided what legal action it 
would take:on his behalf. 

Mazaropi himself said in a 
televised interview here he 
was “tranquil” about the 
scandal. 

“My performances are the 
answer to any accusation,’ 
the goalie said, referring to 
Vasco's co- -leadership in the 
current State championship. 
He added: “I don’t even play 
the sports lottery."’ 


The controversy centres 
on Brazil's enormously popu- 
lar sports lottery, which is 
run by the government's 
Federal Savings Bank. 


Each week, bettors wager 
from 14 cents to $4,100 on 
the outcome of 13 soccer 
games. The winners divide a 
tax-free prize that averages 
around $1.7 million. 


“Placar” recalled that a 
similar game-fixing scandal 
in Italy in 1980 touched many 
top players, including 1982 
World Cup hero Paolo Rossi, 
who was suspended for two 
years. 

Gil Maciera, president of 
the Federal Savings Bank 
told the Associated Press 
that the “‘case has been 
handed over to the Police.”

“Slavia got relegated in 
1970. There was a lot of inter- 
nal trouble in the club and a 
few cheques were bouncing. 
We nearly had a player strike 
that year but at the last minute 
we voted to keep playing. 
Eventually we all got paid. 

“Our first. game in First 
Division in 1971 was a disaster. 
Dandenong City beat us 7-1. 
Our regular goalkeeper Mike 
O’Hara, was in dispute with 
the club and the second string 


keeper was hopeless. We had , 


lost a lot of good players from 
the previous year but we re- 
covered and did well in the end 
to finish fourth.” 

The following year, 1972, 
Slavia won the First Division 
championship. It was a great 
year for Jim Train who had 
been switched from full back 
to the right wing, won the 
club’s best and fairest and fin- 
ished the season as second 
highest goalscorer. 

“That was my best year at 
Slavia. The atmosphere at the 
club was great. We had parties 
on a regular basis.
